Wheat. -In my report of April 1st, I 
gave the condition of wheat at 92 ua 
compared with aame time laat year. The 
laat days of March ami first day. of April 
were fine for wheat, in fact vegetation 
of all kinds indicated an early aprlng; 
but on the 8th .if the month the weather 
.hanged, the temperature dropno.l to 
ami below 3(1, with aeveral hard freeaea. 
and continued cold and cool until about 
the Sftthj hut from nearly nil report* the, 
wheat wa. not damaged, and I have to 
report It never looking bettor at this 
time of the year, and a bountiful harvest 
i* anticipated. 

Amount of old wheat on hand 8} per 
cent. 

Corn.— Very little co'n planted, ow- 
ing to the very wet weather; from the 
2.".th to the 2«th the weather waa fine for 
planting, hut not many farmers were 
ready for planting. The planting aeaaou 
is later than it uaed to be. The larger 
part of the crop uaed to be planted in 
April, now the larger part of it ia planted 
in May, and often running into June. 
lte|Kirt a. to acreage, 85 per cent. 
Sorghum.— Acreage aa compared to 
laat year, IB per oent. 

Potatoe*. — Acreage, compared with 
laat year, 89 per cent. 

Tobaoco.— Aa to acreage compared with 
la»t year, 85 per cent. ; plants plentiful 
and looking well, in anme few places, 
killed by froat, and waahed out and cov- 
ered up by heavy rain*. 

Clover. -Tim crop looks well ; the bow- 
ing thia aprlng eacaped the freeaea and 
look. well. Aa compared with last year, 
101 per cent. 

Timothy.-Ie not ao well advanced aa 
clover, but ia look ing well. Aa compare.! 
to buki year, 100 per cent. 

I'a.turea.-All kind, looking well, but 
would In- improved by some warm, sun- 
shiny day.. 

Hemp. — The premtnt crop not all 
broken ; weather ha. been very unfavor- 
able for breaking, which will keep hack 
plowing for new crop, and cauae latu 
sowing; the average for this year will 
)>.' small, 74 por cent. 

Apple.. -The early fruit waa thought 
to he all killed by the freexea of this 
month. BOBM very early cherrloa and' 
strawberries were killed, but enough cs- 
oaped to make a large yield. Very few- 
early apple, killed, and from preaent In- 
crop of apple, will bo

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ROBBING AN EAGLE'S NEST. 



The llangerooa Artvantur* or 
In th* Alp*. 

Mr. (Irobman, an Englishman, wm 
paaalnjr hi* annual Tacatlon in the Ty- 
rol, when he was told that a pair of 
golden eagle* had been ravaging one 
of the valley*, and were supposed to 
hare their eyrj on a certain monntaln- 
aide. At the first opportunity he Re- 
cured the aervleea of several wood-cut- 
ters, and started before daylight, mean- 
ing, if possible to aecure the young bird 
which wns believed to be then in the 
neat They aacended the mountain, and 
looking over the edge of the perpendic- 
ular cliff could see a ledge about a hun- 
dred feet below them. The party con- 
sisted of nine men, including Mr. Oroh- 
man. One of them remained at the top, 
while the other eight lowered them- 
selves to the ledge by means of a rope. 

Here they fastened the fifty-fathom 
half-inch rope to the stump of a tree, 
fixed a block of wood against the edge 
of the cliff for the rope to run over, 
fastened an iron hook in a crevice of 
the rocks, and prepared to lower Mr. 
Grohman to the eyry, which could be 
seen far below them. 

A strong lether belt was fnstencd 
round his waist, with an iron ring in 
front through which the rope pnssed. 
To the end of the rope a stout piece 
of wood was knotted, and on tins Mr. 
lirohman seated himself astraddle. 

With n rifle on his back, a revolver in 
his pocket a big knife in bis belt and 
a long pole in his hands, he wus read v 
to start. Five men took hold of the 
rope, while the other two lay flat upon 
the rocks, rifles in hand, looking over 
the edge of the cliff. If the old birds 
should attack the intruder, bis life 
would depend on those two rtftes. 

He had been on such expeditions be- 
fore, but as he swung off into spam, 
the prodigious height had at first a sort 
of paralyzing effect upon his mind. 
Little by' little the feeling wore off, and 
soon he was really enjoying the sensa- 
tion of hanging on a rope scarcely big- 
ger than a man's finger over an ahTSS 
nearly a thousand feet in depth. 

The descent lasted ten or fifteen min- 
utes. Then he found himself opposite 
the eagle's ledge, and jerked the signal - 
line. He was ten or twelve feet from 
the ledge, but with his pole, which had 
a hook at one end, he was able to draw 
himself in, and presently was looking 
cautiously over the edge of the nest 
which, to bis astonishment, contained 
not one eaglet, but two. 

One of tbetu, not without some live- 
ly efforts, he put into the canvas bag 
whioh he had brought for the purpose; 
the other he finally managed to secure 
by running a noose over its feet Ha 
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ranged hi 

took the second bird in his left hand 
and gave the signal. 

The men on the ledge above, contrary 
to instructions, gave a vigorous poll, 
Whioh wrenched the pole out of Mr. 
Grohaia'a bands, and sent him uway 
from the cliff at a frightful pace. The 
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struck the rock with bis feet, with n > 
worse result than a paralyzed feeling 
in bis legs and a twitching sensation in 
bis back and loins. 

.lust then a dark object flashed past 
him, so near that he felt the rush of air 
produced by its fall, lie supposed it to 
be a stone; but presently he perceived 
that instead of being drawn upward la- 
wns quite stationary. One hour passed, 
then two hours, and still he swung 
there at the end of the rope. The day 
was far advanced; the old eagles were 
likely to return at any minute To add 
to his misfortunes, a sharp thunder- 
storm came on, wetting him to the 
skin, and nearly blinding him with 
lightning. 

At last, when he had thus hung W- 
t'.»een Heaven and curth for more than 
three hours.be felt a tug upon the rope, 
and in fifteen minutes was at the top 
with his two prisee. 

It turned out that the falling object 
was the block over which the rope inn' 
run. Thla it was necessary to replace, 
lest the rope should l>c cut by the sharp 
edge of the rock, and the long delay 
had been occasioned by the necessity 
of sending the one man at the top 
down to the base of the peuk to fell u 
young tree, and make a second block. 

He was returning with the block 
when the thnudei shower overtook 

him. A flash of lightning struck a 
'bowlder close by, and threw him tense- 
less to the ground. If the lightning 
had struck him instead of the bowlder. 
Mr. (irohmau's situation would have 
been serious indeed. Probably tin- 
whole party would have starved to 
death. — Youth's Companion.

A SHAMELESS OUTRAGE. 



The republican party In Ohio has de- 
termined to |>erpctrato the grossest out- 
rage upon popular representation con- 
ceived in years. The two great parties 
are of almost equal strength in tin- state 
as shown by the fact that for years 
Ohio has Ireen represented in the 1'nlted 
States senate by a democrat and a re- 
publican, and dem-rirats and republic- 
ans have alternated a* u rule in the 
chair of the governor. The state Is en- 
titled to twenty-one member* of con- 
gress, and on a fair apportionment the 
democrats are entitled to ten, or at least 
nine. In the tidal wave of 1*1)0 they car- 
ried fourteen district*. The republic- 
ans now propose to gerrymander the 
state so that only five districts shall be 
democratic while sixteen shall lie 
republican. To carry out this fraud it 
has been necessary to Ignore imputation 
as a basis of representation, and some 
of the democratic districts have doubled 
the population of republican districts. 

The wrong is done not to the demo- 
crats of Ohio ulone but to the democracy 
of the entire country. Hy this iniquity 
the deinoeratie party i* robbed of four 
members In the next house of repre- 
sentatives by a method a* shameless as

Sunday a car of the U. S. Fish Com- 
mission was here in charge of Col. J. 
Fry Lawrence, of Louisville, President 
of the State Fiah and Game club, and 
.Messrs. Rogers, Hagan and Childress, of 
Washington City, Dailey, of the Courier 
Journal, Allison, of Louisville, and 
others. Fifteen cana of the young fish, 
each containing 125,000, were distributed 
in lied river, btrode's creek, Stoner and 
LulbeRrud. They were of the variety 
kuown as the pike perch, or jivall-eyed 
pike, a very game fish from Lake Erie, 
which frequently attains fifteen pounds 
in weight. Our local Fish and Oame 
club have obtained the promise of a sup- 
ply of bass, goggle eyes, bream, new- 
lights, etc , for Howard's creek, Tw< - 
Mile. Four-Mile and other shallow and 
more rapid creeks, and also for pond-. 
Attention ia being drawn all over the 
country to our streams as a source of 
food. In many of the older countries 
the lakes and rivers supply food for u 
considerable portion of the population 
and there is no reason why it should not 
be the case here. In order to reach this 
consummation, more care in the preser- 
vation of our fish must be exercised. 
The men with seines drag the streams, 
pick out the largest and let the rest die 
on the bank. The dynamiter, for the 
sake of a few fish of eatable size, will 
kill thousands of smaller size. Th.
